The present invention relates to a method of assessing information in a 
document using a computer system, comprising, among other things "wherein at least 
one of the writing profile representations comprises written information from the 
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information field and written information from at least one of the other information fields 
from at least one of the other documents, wherein at least one writing profile 
representation comprises at least one cross-field correlation between at least two 
information fields". For Independent claims 41 5, 448, 453, 458, 491 , 496, the prior art 
on record, Ericson et al., (US.6, 836,555 B2), and Ammar (US 6,424,728 B1), fails to 
teach or fairly suggest, singly or in combination, "wherein at least one of the writing 
profile representations comprises written information from the information field and 
written information from at least one of the other information fields from at least one of 
the other documents, wherein at least one writing profile representation comprises at 
least one cross-field correlation between at least two information fields". Each of the 
above references either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the 
above limitation obvious.
